bourgeois, and he was to receive an annual 
allowance of M100 florins. It might seem 
that such conditions would bo impossible. 
Tho only answer is lhat they were- exacted, 
that the marriage did occur, imd that tho 
princo descended into plain M. do Fels. Ho 
bad, however, n very fine tenor voice and n 
very beautiful bride, and be made his dobut 
a short time ago nt Iho theater at Zurich. 
Tbo story KO far reminds one of Mario's his- 
tory, who was marquis of Caudia in bis own 
right; but hero tho resemblance censes. 
Tho Swiss aro not au imaginative people, 
and care very litlle for romantic sacrifices.

But for this dislinguish- 
o,l theater a dignified manager ban to bo 
provided, and tho grand duchess of Bavnria, 
who has a taste for diplomacy, bus thus 
found tho means of introducing her nephew 
within tlio ring fence of his native ftriBtocra- 
cy. Tbo name of Fnul do Fols, which ap- 
peared on tho Zurich play-bill, will bo heard 
of 710 longer, nnd the princo of Thurm and 
Taxis will bo known in future as the marshal 
of tbo royal palaco and master of tbo rtveln 
lo the young king of Bavaria.— [London 
Globo.
